aspiring pugilists. These will hardly avail, as 


the champion emphatically declares that his 
fight with Jackson will be the last one, as he 
intends to devote all his attention to the histri- 
onie fleld. The sueecess he has achieved in 
“Gentleman Jack” has spurred his ambition 
and he is anxious to appear in plays that do not 
rely so much on his prowess as a fistiec hero 
than as an actor of some ability.

The best of masters are provided, with a 
view to making them not only finished dancers but ac- 
tors and actresses as well. Classes in gymuastics, in 
posing, in gestures and expressions are connected with 
the regular course. When you see me dance watch me 
closely and you will note that my expression interprets 
the movement of my feet. 

“In my country,” continued the dashing brunette, 
punctuating her remarks with delightful little shrugs of 
her pretty shoulders, ‘‘one can be proud to be in the bal- 
let if one really loves to study and to dance. When our 
education is completed we belong to the Imperial Thea- 
tre, and the ballet performance is so grand, so fashion- 
able, so perfect. It requires one to be 
not only expert as a dancer, but one 
must be what you calla mimic. ‘There 
is no dialogue; it is all pantomime, but 
we have to express in Russia the ideas 
ot the author and composer just as your 
great actors and singers do here in 
drama, comedy or opera. The Russian 
school is the only one where character 
dancing or national dancing’ is taught.”

Byrd returned to his home in the South and, finding 
that his neighbors were discussing his domestic affairs, 
he drew up a card, which he has just made public, In 
it he says: 

“It isa most peculiar case. I believe my wife to bea 
perfectly pure and innocent woman.

“About a year ago she entered a suit against me 
which she could not prosecute, because she had no 
grounds.

“She continued to insist upon the divorce, and I begged 
her to wait three years and allow me to get it on the 
ground of desertion, but this her poor, restless mind 
forbade.

A STATEMENT OF HIS TROUBLES. 


— o 


E. W. Griffiths tried to kill himself a few days ago, 
and the doctors say he will die asa result of his efiort. 
Griffiths is forty-three years old and he has a family. He 
became infatuated with the plump and fascinating wife 
of Harry B. Stagg, a mechanic, and this resulted in 
many things, including the loss of his position as confi- 
dential seeretary with the Wall street banking firm of 
Brown Bros, & Co. The shooting of himself was by way 
of climax. 

On the same afternoon this letter reached a New 
York newspaper: 

HACKENSACK, N. J., Sunday. 
Tb the Editor: 

Sin--By the time that you have received this I shall 
have at last ended my unhappy existence. The inclosed 
document sets forth the only reason therefor. When a 
similar paper reached your bands, about three weeks 
ago, although I had intended to end my life, I had not 
then completed the inclosed. Mr. Smith need not go to 
the house in regard to the matter, or, if 80, kindly in- 
struct him not to part with the inclosed, nor let it be 
read by any one until it appears in print. Kindly pub- 
lish it verbatim, that my friends may know the cause 
of my life’s ruin and sacrifice, and the only cause. 

Yours, etc., Kk. W. GRIFFITHS. 


Mr. Griffiths did not keep his word altogether. When 
the letter reached the newspaper office he wasstill alive, 
but he had made the attempt. It is true that about 
three weeks ago a similar letter was received by several 
papers. It wasasortof brief in favor of the writer's 
getting out of the world. Now, letters an- 
nouncing prospective suicide are not rare 
in newspaper offices, but this particular one 
did attract attention. Griffiths was sought 
ont at the time, and he said that the sending 
of the letter was a mistake, so it was taken 
for granted that the man who wrote this 
letter was like the others who write, but do 
not destroy themselves. 


Griffiths is an Englishman, but he has 
lived in this country many years. Hé is 
an expert stenographer. He was in the 
employ of Brown Bros. & Co. for fifteen 
years and received a comfortable salary. 

He has lived in Hackensack, N. J., with 
his wife and children about ten years. 
They o¢cumed a large and comfortable 
house in Park street, which was very well 
furnished. The eldest daughter, Viola, is 
nineteen, a plump and pretty girl, who 
takes after her mother. Walter, the other 
child, is thirteen years old. Mrs. Griffiths 
is an attractive woman. 4 

Griffiths was a fine-looking man. He 
carried himself very straight, and mothers 
used to point out his shoulders to their sons 
and beg them to grow upso that they would 
look like Griffiths. Healways dressed par- 
ticularly well. Until recently he wore a 
beard. The domestic life of the Griffiths 
family was supposed to be particularly 
happy. 

The Stagg household was in Union street. 

Harry Stagg is a skilled machinist, employ- 
ed in the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern shops at Kingsland, near Hackensack, 
He is the nephew of ex-Judge William H. Banta, 
who Is very rich, find it is supposed that Stagg is 
to be his heir. Stagg stands high in Hackensack. 
He is very quiet and orderly. His wife is the daugh- 
ter of Cornelius Berden, a rich farmer and real estate 
owner in Spring Valley, which is near Hackensack. 
About three months ago Mrs. Berden secured a di- 
vorce from her husband. He went on the stand and 
testified that he had not spoken to his wife for nearly 
twenty years. Mrs, Stagg is neither dark nor light, but 
she is very plump, and she has laughing eyes and a 
bright sunny smile. It is generally agreed among the 
men in Hackensack that Mrs. Stagg is a fascinating 
woman. The women agree tothis partly. The Staggs 
have three children. The eldest, Harry, is ten; Mattie 
is eight and Jennie Its five. 

It was about two years ago that the flirtation between 
Griffiths and Mrs. Stagg began. After a while people 
remarked that they were together a great deal. Of 
course Griffiths had a good deal more time away from 
bis office than Stagg had from his shop. People noticed 
that Griffiths and Mrs. Stagg seemed to meet each other 
pretty often on Main street and on the Heights. But 
this relationship between them developed slowly. 

After a while Griffiths fell into the habit of calling 
upon Mrs. Stagg in the morning on his way to the 
train. Of course Stagg had to go away very early. 
Stagg’s mother and sister lived just across the street 
and they could see things. After a while they told him 
about it and it is said that there was comparatively 
little peace in the Stagg household after that. Early in 
the spring there was trouble. It was told about town 
and the information came from an inside source that 
Mrs. Stagg objected to sleeping upstairs and that one 
night when her husband happened to come downstairs 
he found Mrs. Stagg and Griffithssitting in a hammock. 
This was at4 A.M. Stage chased Griffiths out of the 
place. 

The big rupture came about three months ago. Upon 
this occasion Stagg did uot go to work, although he 








started from the bouse as usual in the morning. 
Griffiths did pot go to’ work, either, for when Stagg 
came home at noon he found Griffiths in the house. 
Then there was the liveliest kind of a scene. Stagg 
trundied Griffiths out of the house, and they kept up 
the quarrel on the porch. There Stagg told Griffiths 
that ifit wasn’t for his children he would shoot him. 
Two days after that Griffiths and Mrs. Stagg disap- 
peared. Mrs, Stegg bas not returned since, and those 
who kuow where she is will say pothing about it. 

From time to time stories about her husband had 
reached Mrs. Griffiths, but she was loyal to him and 
would not pay any avtention to them. When he went 
away and every one knew that Mrs. Stagg was with 
him, Mrs. Griffiths said he was the best man in the 
world and that he had fallen a victim to a woman. 

When they learned at the office of Brown Bros. & 
Co. what their confidential secretary was doing, an ex- 
planation was demanded. It was not satisfactory, and 
so Griffiths lost his place. Since then he has worked in 
several of the courts in New York. People who know 
both him and Mrs. Stagg say that they saw them to- 
gether in Brooklyn, and it is supposed that they lived 
there. 

But this curious man did not desert his family alto- 
gether. He came to see them frequently, almost always 
under the cover of night. Mrs. Griffiths knew where to 
find him. During this time she spoke of him only to 
praise him. Lately he has been speuding more time at 
home, aud for the past three or four days he has been 
there nearly all the time. 

When the letter announcing his suicide was written, 
about three mouths ago, Mrs. Griffiths beard of it. She 
talked with him then. He had said that he had broken 
with Mrs. Stagg and that he was sorry for what he had 
done, He told his wife that he would not kill himself, 
and that he had sold the revolver. 

Immediately after his wife ran away Stagg brought 
suit for divorce, naming Griffiths as co-respondent. For 
some reason this suit was never pressed. It is said Mrs. 
Stagg has beeu writing to her husband and that she is 
very penitent. His lawyer, W. M. Johnson, would say 
nothing about this. This may have something to do 
with the suicide, notwithstanding the farewell letter of 
Griffiths. 

Or a business reason may have something to do with 


it. Mrs. Griffiths says that her husband had told her 
that he was to get a fine position in Philadelphia, and 
that he would receivea telegram telling him to go there. 
Then they would follow him to Philadelphia and they 
would begin life over again. The telegram did not 
come, and the wife and daughter supposed that it was 
this which made him so moody. He remained in the 
house all morning. A few minutes before noon he went 
to an outhouse and locked himself in it. He placed a 
revolver at his ear and fired. The bullet took a down- 
ward course, lodging in the base of the brain. They had 
to break down the door to reach him. As soon as she 
heard the shot, Mrs. Griffiths knew what had happened. 
He was unconscious. Drs. St. John and Conrad revived 
him, and during the afternoon he was able to talk a lit- 
tle. But the physicians said that there was not the 
slightest hope for his recovery. His death is only a 
matter of a few hours. 

At this time itis proper to introduce the statement 
which Grffiths sent to the newspaper and which gives 
the reason for his suicide. It shows in what a strange 
state of mind the man was. He begins by saying that 
his ruin, as fur as his business career was effected, was 
caused by false statemeuts which were made to his em- 
ployers by W. M. Johnson, Stagg’s lawyer. There are 
many unpleasant things said about Mr. Johnson. Griff- 
iths was very bitter against him and against Stagg’s 
mother and sister. He calls Stagg the slaveholder and 
his wife the slave. He declares that Stagg insulted and 
abused his wife a greal deal, and that his mother and 
sister were not far behind him, “until at length life was 
a misery to the poor girl, and when she found she could 
trust me she told me their treatment of her had made 
her many times wish she were dead.”’ 

He says that she confided in him and he gave her all

the comfort he could. They were both unhappy in 
their respective homes and he was therefore able to ap- 
preciate her position, Then Griffiths goes on: 

“She had all my confidence; I had hers; and know- 


ing bow miserable our past lives had been for years, at | 


the hands of those who claimed us by law, Gut not in 
love, we at last revolted and went away, being truly 
glad to be beyond the sound of the voices of those who 
had made us wretched for so long; and had it not been 
for one unfortunate circumstance we would have been 
together to-day and been happy with each other for- 
ever, for she possesses all my love, as I do hers, I 
quite understood, from what she told me, how very re- 
pulsive the ‘slaveholder’ was to her, in every way, and 
how glad she must have been when he was far from 
her vision, during her life with him, and how sorry she 
was when the time came fur his return home, as she 
knew, slave as she was, that the same misery would 
have to be gone through with, again and again, as day 
followed day. 

“T realize how hard it is to make this cruel world un- 
derstand and believe what I have stated or what I may 
state, but,as I am about to give up my life, I could 
have no object in being untruthful now, 

“As tothe relations which have always existed and 
now exist between the lady referred to above and my- 
self, it is sufficieut for us to knuw. The love, however, 





































is real. God could not have granted us a greater bless- 
ing than to have freed us both from those who made 
us unhappy and enabled us to have married aright. 

“The reason I die is because the one who owns my 
heart is at present, and must be for some time (for 
reasons which it is unnecessary to mention), absent 
from me, and I therefore have sought the spot where 
she is to say good-by and to let her kuow that under 
the existing circumstances tue anguish of remaining 10 
New York without her until she can come, hounded as 
am, instead of being 200 miles away with her where 
we had intended to be, and would be were she able to 
join me at present, is so great as to make me welcome 
death. I have lived for her, soI have died for her, in 
truth, love, adoration and affection. I know from 
what she has told me that she will be true to me and 
will on her part keep the promises that she has so often 
made. I know her love for me. I know her affection 
forme. To me she is all, and because of my love for 
her I die. 

“To the late slaveholder I would say you need not 
gloat in the fact of my death, as I die happily because 
of my love of the one whom you have been coward 
enough, defenseless as she was, and forsaken by her 
father on your account, to allow to be insulted, maligned, 
persecuted and belittled, and were not man enough to 
defend. I die knowing that your late slave loves me 
and not you, nor could she, knowing as she must, the 
abject misery which has always confronted her at your 
hands. I thank God she is out of your clutches, as she 
must, and I hope she will, be happy.”’ 

Then Griffiths pays his respects to Constantine P. 
Ralli, an associate in the bank, whom he says he be- 
friended and whom he accuses of turning against him, 
and gives one last thrust at Mr. Johnson. 

All the following afternoon the man who wrote this 
was lying in his home near todeath. Over him bent his 
wife, the wife he had so bitterly wronged. Reproaches 
fell from her lips, reproaches that he should do so dread- 
ful a thing when she loved him so. She heid his hand 
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and kissed it. She spoke to him cooingly. Sbe wept 
over him. She said that he was the kindest, gentlest of 
men. Andall through the night she stayed there in the 
hope that she might do something to save him. And 
occasionally the wife murmured: “Dear old boy, how 
could you do that ?”’

A Waiter’s Wife Who Helps to Drink 
the Wine He Brings, 
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THEIR LIFE NOT ALWAYS MERRY. 


— 





Of late years, since the rise into popularity among 
excursionists of the nearby seaside and rural resorts, 
what Is called ‘‘seaside faking’? has come into vogue. 
This term is applied to performing at seaside or excur- 
sion resorts, concert halls or shows, and it has now be- 
come somewhat of an established institution, so to speak. 
Regularly every year a number of impecunious profes- 
sional amusement performers, some performers of de- 
cided merit, who have had hard luck or lived extrava- 
gantly, change their names, or rather, drop them, and 
appear at side shows on open-air platforms, singing, 
dancing, doing variety business. In a few instances 





these people are fairly well paid. As high as $30 a week 
has been received by some of these seaside 
fakirs. But as a rule they get only a dollar 
or two a night, and some only get board, such 
as itis, and drinks. ‘This “board and drinks” 
is getting to be quite a popular arrangement, 
especially with the women fakirs, for it se- 
cures them a temporary home in the country, 
or at least out of town, and it gives them 
plenty of opportunity to see their former city 
acquaintances or to make new ones, 

These women are expected to be “sociable 
for the good of the show,” to induce their 
gentlemen acquaintances to take as much 
beer with them as possible. They are also ex- 
pected to induce as much ‘wine trade”’ as they 
can. In some cases a commission in cash is 
paid them for wine they thus indirectly sell. 

There is a woman connected with one of 
the singing and dancing shows at South Beach 
who has made it a point to induce the sale of 
at least a small bottle every night, and who 
invariably collects her 20 per cent. commis- 
sion before she goes over to New York. 

This woman is not one of the country 

boarders, as the professionals call those who 
are paid in board. She does a cash -business 
altogether, gets her three dollars a night and 
expenses for her songs and dances and has 
her money in her pocket when she takes her 
aomeward train. Her traveling expenses are 
.lgsht—only thirty cents a night, including one 
ferry ticket and one “L” ticket each way. 
Her husband tried to include himself under 
the head of traveling expenses so as to get to 
and from their little flatin West Thirty-fifth 
street to South Beach for nothing, but the 
management kicked at the extra thirty cents 
avight. © But notwithstanding the expense 
he remains faithful to his duties and sees her 
home every night as a dutiful husband should, 
He never puts himself into evidence during 
the performance, he never objects to his wife’s 
al fresco flirtations.

James J. Corbett, the champion pugilist of the world, 
arrived in New York on the Majestic on August 1st. 
He was met at Quarantine by his manager, Willlam A. 
Brady, who had chartered a tugboat for that purpose, 
and escorted up the bay. In the party were Captain 
James Morehead, manager of the PoLICK GAZETTE, 
and the Sporting Editor of this paper. ‘To our represen- 
tative Corbett expressed himself as highly pleased with 
his reception abroad, His tour was a successful one 
and he made money everywhere but in Birmingham, 
as it was very hot at the time of his appearance in that 
city. 

Corbett’s principal reason for cutting short his season 
and returning to this country is to make Peter Jackson 
come toterms with regard to their proposed match.

England, so my friends might have been few and far 
between if I fought there. Therefore I decided that 
after all there was no place like home for the contest, 
and it will take place in this country or nowhere. Any 
place north or south will suit me.” . 

Corbett bas taken on flesh rapidly during his sojourn 
abroad, but he says he can get rid of it without much 
difficulty.

George Lavigne, the Saginaw Kid, whose great contest 
with Young Griffo in Chicago gave him a national reputation, is 
gamely endeavoring to get on a match with anybody at 124 pounds. 
He is particularly anxious to conclude a finish with Young Griffo, 
and if the latter is willing the Twin City Athletic Club, of Minne- 
apolis, will make a bid for the affair, The offer is open to either 
George Dixon or Jerry Marshall. 


There are indications of a clash of interests in the boxing 
line lu Florida, and just what the outcome will be remains to be 
seen. There are two organizations in Jacksonville fighting for the 
Corbett-Jackson mill, and if one did happen to secure the contest the 
other would probably “knock it." fhen it would be hands all 
around for fair. At present the Jacksonville Amusement Club is the 
more prominent of the pair, and it is claimed for it that it is com- 
posed of meu who are wealthy and influential, 


‘‘No business with swelled-head fighters or $10,000 
beauties," is the promising pfogramme announced by the Seaside 
Club of Coney Island. Boxers and managers seeking notoriety by 
challenging for stakes and ‘‘the largest purse offered by the Seaside 
Club" will be given the marble heart. The club does not want such 
unenviable notoriety. Men fearful of losing reputation in lmited- 
round contests need not apply. Big purse hunters, with nothing 
but nerve to commend them, are flagged at the post. 


James J. Corbett, the American pugilist, paid a visit to 
the town of Ballinrobe, county Mayo, Ireland,on July 25, where 
his father was born, He was greeted at the station by thousands 
of people, who literally carrried him to his hotel. He gave a per- 
formance for the benefit of a chapel which his uncle, Rev. James 
Corbett, is building. Excursion trains were run to the town during 
the afternoon to convey the crowds of people anxious to see the 
American champion. In the evening he was entertained at a 
reception in the town hall, where he was presented with an address 
of welcome and overwhelmed with bouquets. 


It now looks as if an international prize fight will be at 
once arranged between George Dixon, featherweight champion of 
America, and George Johnson, champion featherweight of England, 
for $5,000, purse, ‘‘Police Gazette’ belt and the featherweight 
championship of the world. On July 27 Thomas O’Kour 
clinched the proposed match by depositing $500 and agreeing 
to back Dixon to fight Johnson, the English champion, for $2,500 
a side, purse, “Polloe Gazette’ belt and the featherweight 
champiouship of the world. O'Rourke stated that if the 
match was to be arranged and the National Sporting Club 
wanted the fight, that the club must at once decide upon the 
amount of the purse and the date forthe contest. O'Rourke's 
ultimatum was sent to England. 


On July 25,onthe const of Cape Elizabeth, Me., at a 
point where there was little danger of the parties being molested by 
officers, there were several prize fights. Sam Cuney, of Deering, and 
Tom Sylvester, of New York, fought two rounds when Cuney broke 
his arm near the wrist by a blow from Sylvester. The injured man 
was game and fought almost through the second round before the 
crowd insisted that it was enough. Then came a fight between Terry, 
the Mick and Jerry Kuran. Both men werein good form. They wore 
medium gloves. Mike Barry of Portland, a noted local fighter, was 
second for Terry, Ed Garrity for Kuran and John Simmonds acted as 
referee. The first round was pretty nearly even. The second round 
ended to the advantage of stranger Terry, otherwise known as Mike 
Flaberty. In the third round he knocked out Kuran completely. 
Then ‘‘the Snapper,”’ a local fighter, offered to bet $25 that he could 
knock out Terry, the Mick, in three minutes. The offer was ac- 
cepted, and In less than the given time he was knocked out. Mike 
Barry of Portland then gave an exhibition round or two and won 
with ease. 

William A. Brady, the energetic manager of Gunmen 
Jim Corbett, arrived In New York July 25, from Great Britain, 
jooking much improved in appearauce by his trip. He says that 
Corbett has begun to take on flesh and that he now weighs 200 
pounds, and he will arrange for a mecting between himself and 
Peter Jackson, or if Jackson will not come here, with his manager, 
Parson Davies, with a view to bringing about a contest in the ring 
with him, ‘It wil! not be Jim's fault,” said Mr. Brady, “if they 
do not mect as opponents in a ring to settle the disputed cues- 
tion of superiority. Jim will fight anywhere in America, and it is 
not his fault that Jackson is a black man, who objects to batt 
ling in certain parts of the United States.'’ Speaking of Corbett's 
refusal to meet Jackson before the London Sporting Club, Brady 
sald: “Why should Corbett be willing to fight Jackson a limited 
round contest for $15,000 when a $35,000 purse was offered for a fight 
toafinish? That is looking at it from a financial standpoint. 
There is another point of view, and that is that Corbett was warned 
while in London that certain influential members cf the club were 
so friendly to Jackson that it would be virtually impossible for him 
to get a decision if he failed to knock Peter out. 
he was given to understand that it was far more than 
probable that Jackson would be given the verdict by 
some hook or crook. Jim will never fight before that club.” 
Fighters in Great Britain do not receive the social recognition they 
do here, and several noblemen who sought to patronize Corbett were 
much surprised when he refused to permit them todo so. To one 
famed sporting nobleman who sent him word that if he would go toa 
certain place the next day he would meet a party who would convey 
him to his presence, Jim auswered that he was, when not engaged 
on the stage, to be found in his dressing room at the Drury Lane 
Theater every night between 7 o'clock and 11, and that if the noble- 
man wanted to see him to call there and send in his card. ‘‘He came, 
too,"’ proudly continued the mavager. Jim did not meet the Prince 
of Wales, but he did meet the Duke of York, and sparred before him. 
Asked if any of the fighters on the other side wanted to fight Corbett, 
Mr. Brady smiled significantly as he answered: ‘‘ No. indeed! None 
of them wanted any of Jim. There was talk of the French cham- 
pion of la savatte challenging Jim, but it was only talk. He wanted 
Jim to teach him how to box."". Mr, Brady and Corbett will return 
to Europe next summer, and then the champion will make a twelve 


weeks’ tour of the continental capitals. He has splendid guarantees 
for the tour.
